The great difference between free and 
arbitrary government is the restriction of 
the power of the executive by the legisla- 
tive. 
The great power of any free government 
must naturally be vested in the law-making 


| or parliamentary branch. 


Even in all constitutional monarchies of 
Europe the constantly growing tendency of 
progressive freedom is to reduce the power 
of the sovereigns to merely nominal or ex- 
ecutive functions, and to make the power 
of Parliament supreme. 

Even the Queen of England or Emperor 
of Austria would not dare to persist in any 
feature or policy of government without the 
consent or against the will of their respect- 
ive legislative bodies. 

Without a single solitary exception all 
constitutional monarchies even recognize 
the principle that all real powers of govern-_ 
ment are derived from the people or their 
representatives, assembled in Parliament, 
Congress, the Reichstag, the Corps Legis- 
latif, or by whatever name that body may 
be called. : 

In one word, the greater the power of the 
executive the smallerthe power of Parlia- 
ment and the smaller the liberty of the 
people. And the greater the freedom and 
liberty of the people’ the 
power of their Parliament, the 
the power of their executive, be his name 
President, King or Queen. 

Where is the power of the executive 
greatest? In Russia. Where really small- 
est? But, while in England 
Parliament rules supreme, in Russia there

AN IMPARTIAL VIEW. 
Tre Western for April contains 
other interesting literary articles the follow- 


among 


ing excellent thoughts upon the subject of 
taxation: ‘**The recent publication in an 
evening paper of articles relative to ‘tax- 
dodging’ calls our attention to a question 
of more than local importance, for probably 
no evasion of the law is more prevaleut than 
this one. If any intelligent manis asked 

why he pays taxes at all, his answer is, of 

course, ready enough—for protéction by the 

government. This protection is to apply, 

first of all, to property, and therefore pro- 

perty must support the burden of tax- 

ation. The government, however, extends 

its protection over other than property 

interests, but since these also depend upon 

property franchise, they are not separately 

taxed. Essentially, then, taxation is justi- 

fled by the security thereby obtained for 

property. The payment of a pro rata 

amount naturally arises from this, for the 

greater protection should be bought at a 

correspondingly greater price. So far from 

considering taxation a burden, it is rather 

to be regarded as a very small price paid 

for a very great benefit. Men are so apt to 

think that they possess property bya sort of 

divine right that they forget that it depends 

upon human institutions, not only for its 

protection, but for its very existence; and 

& tax-payer thus buys his right to own 

property, and the very existence of the. 
property itself, by means of the small per 

centum which he pays into the State, city or 

national treasury, 

‘* Thus he makes a bargain with the com- 
munity, in actordance with which he buys 
certain privileges not possible to him except 
by this means. The community has not yet 
been able to devise means of estimating, in 
all cases, the individual’s possessions, and 
must, in such instances, rely more or less 
implicitly upon his statements. Hence re- 
turns are made by him to form a basis of 
taxation. If here he knowingly makes false 
returns, he is not merely guilty of false- 


hood, or, under the law, of perjury, but of | 
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thereby be lowered and the taxes of honest men 
reduced. Moreover the dishonest rendering 
of tax returns is discouraging to honest 
' dealing in all commercial relations, The 
man of moderate capital finds it difficult 
enough to compete with his richer 
neighbors, even under the most favor- 
able circumstances. If now the wealthy (and 
they, it would seem, are the most culpable 
in this respect) make false returns, all 
honest competition lies under a disadvan- 
tage sufficient in most lines of trade to oc- 
casion failure. It would seem as though no 
man of ordinary intelligence could fail to 
see that he who makes false returns must 
plead guilty of three crimes—falsehood, or, 
before the law, perjury, theft and hostility 
to honest principles in society.”

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Classifying Taxable Propertys--An Unpleasant

JEFFERSON CITY, March 24.—The re- 
ception of Gen. Shields to-day will be long 
remembered by not only the General himself 
but to those present as one far exceeding in 
cordiality and genuine good feeling any 
ever had in this.city.

CLASSIFYING PROPERTY FOR TAXATION, 

Mr. Thos. Smith, of St. Louis, has been 
working nobly for the following bill, which 
seems certain of going through the House, 
and was introduced by him as a very import- 
ant measure, excecdingly interesting to the 
merchants of the State: 

Be it enacted by the General Assembly of 
the State of Missouri, as follows: _ 

Section 1. For the purposes of State, coun- 
ty and municipal taxation, merchandise held 
by merchants, and the raw material, merchan- 
dise, finished products, tools, machinery, and 
appliances used or kept on hand by manufac- 
turers, shall constitute a class separate and 
distinct by itself, and all cities in this State 
having a population of over three hundred 
thousand inhabitants are authorized to 
levy, for local“purposes, a less ad valorem 
rate of taxation than that levied by them on 
real estate or other property, for the same 
purpose; and said reduction may, from time 
to time, be arranged to apply on both or 
either the tax rate for payments of valid in- 
debtedness, or the tax rate for city purposes; 
and all such cities for citv and local purposes 
are hereby authorized to license, tax and reg- 
ulate the occupation of merchants and manu- 
facturers, and may graduate the amount 
of annual license imposed upon a merchant or 
manufacturer in proportion to the sales made 
by such merchant or manufacturer during the 
year next ss any fixed date. 

Sec. 2. It being important that the above 
provision shall take effect before the expiration 
of the merchants’ and manufacturers’ license 
now in force, an emergency is deemed to 
exist, and this act shall take effect from and 
after its passage and approval. 

Sec. 3. All acts and parts of acts inconsist- 
ent or in conflict with this act are hereby re- 
pealed. 

THE ATTORNEY-GENERAL ON REVISION. 

The Attorney-General, in answer to Audi- 
tor Holliday’s communication. regarding 
what pay the General Assembly are entitled 
to from the 1sth of this month, replies, after 
quoting the Constitution: ‘‘if a revision takes 
place this session it will be a revising session, 
otherwise not. When the present General 
Assembly shall revise and promulgate and di- 
gest the Statutes of a general nature, then 
the fundamental fact will transpire which will 
unerringly indicate the nature and character 
of said session. It is perhaps fair to presume 
that the present General Assembly will revise 
the laws, but until such revision takes place, 
the question to whether the present 
is a revising session must ex necessitate rei re-

‘Ifthe present General Assembly shall revise 
and promulgate the laws as required by’ the 
Constitution, the members thereof will be en- 
titled to receive for their services five doliars 
per day for 120 days (unless a different sum 
shall be fixed by law), and if uo such revision 
is made, they will be entitled to receive five 
dollars per day for seventy days (or such 
other time as may be fixed) and one dollar per 
day for the remainder of the session. It con- 
sequently must follow that the State Auditor 
cannot audit and allow the ac- 
counts of the members of the pres- 
ent General . Assemby for more. than 
one dollar per day for their services after the 
expiration of the tirst seventy days of the said 
session—unless the statutes sball have first 
been revised, digested and promulgated, 
which will constitute the very best evidence of 
the fact, from which alone the conclusion can 
be deduced that such session is a revising ses- 
sion of the said General Assembly within the 
meaning of the Constitution.

It is generally 
conceded that the Northwest will outstrip all 
other sections, and that the States of the 
Union shewing most rapid growth will be 
Kansas, Nebraska, Minnesota, California and 
Colorado. Astothe coming young cities of 
the Union, that can be pretty nearly deter- 
mined in fourteen of the States which took 
censuses im 1875-6. It is caleulated thata 
given city will inerease from 1875 to 1880 at 
about the same rate as from 1870 to 1875. or 


at least approximately so. Upon this basis 
the growth of. some of them, particularly in 
the Northwest, is found to be marvelous. In
